y ears of the dry law, if legisla­ 
tion du ring th a t period is any 
criterion. 
W hen national prohibition was 
ratified Janu ary 16, 1919 — one 
y ear before it took effect — 32 
states were “dry ” in the sense 
th a t they had constitu tional or 
statu tory m easu res against the 
liq u or traffic. Since then, eight 
of these states hav e taken v ari­ 
ou s kinds of action th a t a nti­ 
prohibitionists interprète as in­ 
dicating a shift from “bone-dry ” 
sentim ent. 
States which had some kind of 
state law against liq u or traffic 
when prohibition was placed in 
the constitu tion and hence were 
officially “dry ” were: Alabama, 
Arizona,

Florida, Georgia, Idaho, Indiana, 
Iowa, K ansas, Maine, M ichigan, 
Mississippi, M ontana, Nebraska,

HOME IMPROVEMENT PLANS 
Bankers in the District of Colu mbia arc cre­ 
ating a cred it pool of $500,000 to lend for the im­ 
prov ement or “renov izing” of homes. Ev ery bank 
will lend to its own d epositors who are home 
owners, and to others whose notes are end orsed 
by responsible d epositors. Loans at 6 per cent 
will be giv en, u p to $500 for any borrower. They 
are to be paid back in monthly installments, in 
a period of 12 months or less. 
The time limit looks rather short. Many tru st­ 
worthy borrowers wou ld want more time, or 
wou ld make more improv ements if they had it. 
Otherwise the plan seems ad mirable. It wou ld 
keep hu nd red s or thou sand s of properties from 
ru nning d own. It wou ld prov id e ord ers for bu ild ­ 
ing materials and work for thou sand s of men. 
As for the banks themselv es, this is one of the 
most encou raging signs observ ed lately in that 
qu arter. From su ch small beginnings they may 
proceed , at Washington and elsewhere, to loosen 
and ex pand their cred it facilities u ntil they are 
making a real constribu tion to two great need s 
of the hou r — sav ing homes and rev iv ing bu si­ 
ness. 


DRAMA SHAKES OFF A YOKE 
When people talk abou t d rama being d ead , 
they are talking abou t the commercial theatre. 
Actu ally ev en the commercial theatei is not 
d ead . It is merely ex periencing a d ifficu lt and 
almost profitless period of ad ju stment. As for 


d rama, that art is as liv ely as the well known 
cricket. Was there ev er a time when there were 
so many and su ch good amateu r d ramatic pro­ 
d u ctions as now? 
Schools, chu rches and clu bs hav e their own 
d rama stu d y and play prod u cing organizations. 
Little theatre mov ements are thriv ing. Some of 
them d o work as sou nd and artistic as the best 
the commercial theatre offers. All of them are 
hav ing a fine time and enjoy ing d ramatic en­ 
tertainment from both sid es of the foot-lights — 
as au d iences and as actors. Cities which hav e 
not seen a Broad way prod u ction for y ears— and 
which d o not care — hav e seen plenty of good 
play s. 
This line of thou ght is su ggested by the news 
that J. J. Shu bert. New York theatrical prod u cer 
of nearly 30 y ears’ activ ity , has mov ed his head ­ 
qu arters from New York to Chicago. He say s he 
has left “New York’s Broad way flat” becau se it 
“is too sophisticated nowad ay s.” Play s which 
are su ccessfu l there, if any , get a cool reception 
elsewhere. 
In other word s, the rest of the cou ntry has d e­ 
v eloped d ramatic taste and id eas of its own. It 
knows what it likes and d oes not wait for Broad ­ 
way ’s approv al or accept Broad way 's d ictator­ 
ship. This is a wholesome d eclaration of ind e­ 
pend ence. If there is any form of entertain­ 
ment which shou ld be of wid e and v aried appeal 
and u tterly free from ou tsid e d omination, it is 
the theatre.

Clifford , 
mov ed to Fay ette cou nty , Ind ., in 
1825, locating in Harrison town­ 
ship, where the former farmed . 
He d ied in 1826 , and his wid ow 
in 1846 . Ou r su bject obtained a 
common school ed u cation. 
He 
embarked in the d ry good s bu si­ 
ness with two of his brothers in 
Fairv iew 
and 
there remained 
u ntil the spring of 
1839 , when 
he sold ou t and engaged in the 
same line of bu siness by him­ 
self, in Rawley , u ntil the fall of 
1843, and in 1844 mov ed to his 
present farm. 
He married , Oc­ 
tober 19 , 1337, Miss Mary Smith, 
born in Kentu cky , Janu ary 25, 
1820. To this u nion were born 
nine child ren: 
Sarah A., 
Pa- 
melia A., Irv in L., Margaret J., 
Mary E., Ambrosia, John F., Fre­ 
mont. and Horace A. 
“Ou r sAbject was school d irec­ 
tor from 1870 to 1874. The Con- 
nersv ille and Fairv iew pike was 
bu ilt in 1859 , and in 186 0 
he was 
elected one of the board , which 
office he continu ed to fill most 
of the time to the present, and 
has been presid ent of the com­ 
pany for the last sev en or eight 
y ears.

“Irv in L. Clifford , farmer, liv ­ 
ing in Fairv iew township, was 
born in Ru sh cou nty , Ind ., Ju ne 
10, 1843. He is the son of Ben­ 
jamin and Mary (Smith) Clif­ 
ford of Harrison township, this 
cou nty , whose sketch 
appears 
abov e. 
Du ring the late war of 
the rebellion, Au gu st 25, 186 2, 
ou r su bject enlisted in Company 
B, 
5th Ind iana Cav alry , and 
serv ed u ntil Ju ly 16 , 186 5, when 
he was d ischarged and retu rned 
home. 
Du ring his serv ice . he 
participated in sev eral hard bat­ 
tles. At Macon, Ga., where the 
company su rrend ered , Mr. Clif­ 
ford was taken prisoner and 
confined in And ersonv ille and 
other 
rebel prisons for sev en 
months. 
“He was married Au gu st 16 , 
186 6 , to Catherine D., d au ghter 
of John V. and Catherine (Mil­ 
ler) Lind sey .

Hav e kept the history of the 
Clifford family becau se of my 
interest in my ancestors’ name, 
Lu cretia, first wife of John Clif­

It is an u nu su al name 
and I make a y early pilgrimage 
to Fairv iew cemetery to see it on 
the stone of George Tibbett’s 
wife—Lu cretia. George Tibbett’s 
stone is engrav ed , ‘‘Rev olu tion­ 
ary Sold ier of the War of 18 12.” 
In the record s of the family 
of Maine and Vermont, in my 
possession, the name of Lu cretia 
often occu rs, and with the name 
(Lu cretia) I carry my m other’s 
mid d le name, Ann. 
My d au gh­ 
ter and grand d au ghter keep the 
name, so we hav e in ou r family 
Lu cretia Ann I, II, III, and the 
third Lu cretia Ann has ju st en­ 
tered Shortrid ge high school, 
from which 
her m other and 
grand m other grau ated . 
This little histo ry o f a child o f 
Willia m a nd Eliza beth Cliffo rd 
will ma ke y o u understa nd why I 
missed the line o f a ncesto rs in 
y o ur a rticle perta ining to the 
children o f Jo hn Cliffo rd’s first 
wife, Lucretia Tibbetts. I ev en 
po ssess the clo ck my g ra ndfa ther 
g a v e his wife, Lucretia , a nd it is 
a bea utiful bit o f wo rk with the 


fou r alabaster colu mns su pport­ 
ing the clock. 
The carry ing on of this name 
and history of William and Eliz­ 
abeth Clifford mad e me read 
y ou r article a second time and 
wond er ju st why this link was 
omitted in y ou r interesting arti­ 
cle. I v isit Fairv iew and String- 
town cemeteries. Each v isit to 
the old Arnold home and the 
many relativ es of John and Alice 
Clifford Arnold , Ru sh and Fay ­ 
ette cou nty , are fu ll of historical 
lov e, d ear to me, and I wanted to 
tell y ou I enjoy ed the article and 
ev ery v isit mad e in y ou r v icinity . 
Ru shv ille too hold s many happy 
memories of good times spent 
with Col. Wolfe, and his d ear 
wife, my au nt, and sister of my 
brother.

(I’m 
not so hot at catching su ch 
things my self.) 
In think their d eeper feeling 
was that all of their bu ngles in 
their own few books might be 
ex cu sed , since here was proof, 
in black and white, that ev en a 
Lewis can bu ngle. 
In Lewis’ first chapter, he said 
of his heroine, “Her mother d ied 
when she was bu t ten, her father 
a y ear after Ann left college. .”

had left her—bu t here she 
was 
only a ju nior in college. 
This was righted in the third 
ed ition.

are off the press. 
Any way , as I said before, it 
d oesn’t m atter. All the fu ss ju st
